Brogden 
and his negro employee endea~- 
vored to quiet the disorder and 
both were attacked by the 
Teague negroes, all of whom 
made a hurried getaway to 
where they were found this 
afternoon, eee armed. The 

| elder negro was killed accord- 
ing to reports, and the other 
two were still being sought by 
officers at a late hour this af- 
ternoon,. 

Friends of the deceased farm- 
er and his bereaved family and 
relatives will mourn deeply the 
loss of this highly respected 
citizen of the county. Funeral 
announcements will be made 
later. 

Luverne, Ala., Dee. 8.—The 
body of George Teague, one of 
the negroes implicated in the 
death of Hosia Brogden, a 
prominent white farmer of

The jury in the case of the 
State against Moses J. Lee, 
which was tried Tuesday and 
Wednesday in Covington Coun- 
ty circuit court at Andalusia, 
returned a verdict of not guilty 
according to news received on 
Wednesday afternoon late. 

The case was one brought 
about by the tax fight which 
has been in progress in Coffee 
county for the past severa 
months.

A. Carnley, which had been 
levied on and was being sold

N. Morrow, who with others 
jwent before the Covington 
hactintsh grand jury, and an in-
